Mo  onlortftiumcnt  sponsored  by  tho 
College  in  tlio  last  five  years  has 
brought  forth  such  enthusiastic  appro- 
t,iI  as  did  Sir  Philip  Bon  Grdot  and  his 
eompuny  in  their  performance  of  Ham- 
lot  in  tho  College  Auditorium,  Tuesday 
night,  December  ninth.  Tho  record- 
breaking  audience  was  a  toBtimony  to 
tho  eternal  appoal  of  Shakospoaroan 
drama.  To  the  old  as  to  tho  young,  to 
the  learned  as  woll  as  to  the  untutorod, 
the  living  quality  of  Hamlet  speaks 
today  as  it  did  throo  hundred  yoars 
ago,  and  for  moro  than  two  hours  the 
Maryville  audience  was  hold  by  the 
most  potent  of  all  forms  of  magic,  the 
unending  ploasuro  of  tho  appeal  of 
great  art. 

Tho  faculty  and  students  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  had  had  tho  delightful  privilogo,  n 
fow  days  before  tho  play,  of  listening 
to  Dr.  Anna  Paintor’*  locture  on  Ham¬ 
let,  wilich  proparod  tho  way  for  a  more 
complete  onjoymont  of  th  performance. 
Dr.  Paintor  was  inimitable.  The  doli- 
eato  play  of  her  wit,  her  whimsicality 
as  alio  touched  on  tho  dramatic  signifi¬ 
cance  of  cotrain  moments  in  tho  play 
delighted  her  audiences  and  rovoalorl 
to  them  much  of  tho  light  and  shade 
of  the  tragody  which  might  othorwiso 
liavo  boon  missed. 

To  students,  for  the  most  part,  of  the 
folio  versions  of  Hamlojt,'  it  was  some- 
tiling  of  a  surprise  to  see  for  tho  first 
time,  a  production  of  tho  quarto  version 
of  160.1,  the  acting  version  of  Sliakos- 
poarc’a  company.  Baro  of.  much  of  the 
elaboration  to  which  wo  have  become 
familiar  in  our  study  of  tho  folio  ver¬ 
sion,  so  torse  at  times  as  to  give  an 
impression  of  a  lack  of  literary  smooth¬ 
ness,  as  an  acting  version  tho  quarto 
edition  of  1003  satisfies  much  more 
nearly  tho  demands  of  the  public.  In 
tho  impact  of  great  opposing  forces 
that  constitutes  dramatic  action,  the 
audience  instinctively  demands  that  the 
action  shall  proceed  in  natural  sequence 
to  its  peak,  with  the  subsequent  dc- 
nouomont,  unimpeded  by  olaborate  in- 
sident  or  the  philosophic  divaguations

On  Monday,  December  15,  a  group  of 
Northwest  Missouri  State  senators  and 
congresincn  and  others  assombled  in 
Muryvillo  at  the  invitation  of  tho  ex¬ 
ecutive  committeo  of  tho  Collogo  alum¬ 
ni  association.  The  object  of  tho  meet¬ 
ing  was  to  holp  tho  members  of  the 
legislature  to  get  bettor  acquainted 
with  each  other  before  thoy  go  to  Jef- 
frson  City  to  attend  to  affairs  of  tiio 
slate,  and  to  givo  them  an  opportunity 
to  discuss  with  oach  other  some  of  the 
pressing  problems'  which  will  confront 
them  in  tho  legislature  of  tho  North-  i 
west  Missouri  district  and  tho  state  in  / 
genoral. 

Mr.  Lowell  L.  Livougood,  Maryville 
attornoy  and  Mr.  Leslie  Somerville, 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  this 
county,  both  graduatos  of  tho  Collogo 
made  most  of  the  arrangements  for  tho 
mooting  and  tho  program  which  opened 
at  10:30  a.  in.  in  Social  Hall  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege.  Commissioner  Jesse  A.  Mitchell 
spoko  at  some  longtli  on  tho  subjact 
“Tho  Work  of  tho  State  Tax  Commis¬ 
sion.  In  his  address  Mr.  Mitchell  showed 
how  tho  commission  was  handicapped 
by  not  having  enough  funds  from  tho 
revenue  of  the  stnto  to  inako  out  u 
budget  largo  enough  to  moot  nil  tho 
noods  of  the  stato.

Mr.  Mitchell  seem¬ 
ed  to  especially  favor  tho  latter  tax, 
since  he  Buiil  that  pooplo  would  not 
hesitate  to  a  little  oxtra  for  luxuries 
whore  they  would  rosout  paying  n  large 
sum  of  monoy  for  taxos  all  in  ono  lump  I 
sum.  lie  illustrated  this  by  saying  that 
a  man  .wouldn’t  mind  to  pay  perhaps' 
ono-twontioth  of  the  price  .of  cigars  in 
addition  to  regular  cost  since  ho  would 
only  increnso  tho  cost  of  twenty  cigars

College  Bearcats  and  Maryvillo-  High 

School  Spoofhounds  Are  Entertained 

at  Rotary  Club  Luncheon. 

Tho  Collogo  football  mon  and  tho 
Maryville  high  school  football  boy*,  to¬ 
gether  with  thoir  coachos  wero  tho 
guests  of  tho  Maryvillo  Rotary  Club 
for  lunchoon  Wednesday,  Docomber  10, 
at  the  M.  E.  Church  dining  room. 

The  Bearcat  conch  E.  A.  (Lofty) 
Davis  was  unable  to  attend  tho  dinner 
since  he  wob  confined  to  his  homo  on 
account  of  sickness.  Dr.  Josao  Miller, 
President  of  tho  Board  of  Regents  of 
tho  College  and  acting  president  of  the 
Rotary  Club  in  tho  absence  of  Chair¬ 
man  John  Knox,  introduced  Dr.  J.  L. 
Lowing,  in  charge  of  tho  program,  who 
called  first  on  Coach  Henry  Iba,  a*- 
sistant  coach  of  tho  Bearcat  team,  for 
tho  first  short  talk. 

In  ono  of  his  statements,  Coach  Iba 
said  that  ho  beliovod  it  was  better  for 
tho  Bearcats  to  havo  lost  the  champ¬ 
ionship  gamo  at  Kirksvillo  this  year 
than  to  have  won  it,  for  the  reason  that 
ho  folt  that  tho  boys  had  perhaps  the 
wrong  attitudo  of  mind  whon  thoy  wont 
into  that  gamo.  Ho  loft  tho  impression 
that  ho  thought  tho  boy*  wore  a  little 
too  sure  of  winning  tho  game,  and  said 
that  ho  thought  tho  lesson  of  not  count¬ 
ing  the  chickens  before  thoy  are  hatch¬ 
ed  or  of  not  counting  tho  gamo  won 
until  it  is  in  tho  bag  and  sowed  up, 
was  a  valuable  lesson  for  tho  boys  to 
carry  with  them.  Mr.  Iba  said  that 
many  of  tho  hoys  would  probably  be¬ 
come  coaches  and  that  lessons  liko  this 
could  ho  a  valuable  lesson  to  any  coach. 

Coach  Croy  of  tho  Maryville  Higli 
School,  in  a  brief  talk,  said  that  lie 
had  mndo  aomo  observations  of  pooplo 
at  tho  games  and  hnd  como  to  tho  con¬ 
clusion  that  thoy  enjoyed  tho  games  im¬ 
mensely,  but  that  from  many  remarks 
that  ho  had  hoard  from  tho  general  on- 
lookors  in  tho  crowd  that  many  of  thorn 
know  littlo  about  tho  rulos  or  fine 
points  of  America’s  greatest  game.  Ho 
expressed  tho  opinion  that  if  tho  gen¬ 
eral  public  could  bo  informed  on  tho 
rules  and  othor  points,  that  a  groat 
many  more  peoplo  would  como  out  to 
the  games  and  that  thoso  who  do  coma 
would  enjoy  thorn  much  more. 

Prosidont  Lnmkin  of  tho  Collogo,  who 
was'  ono  of  tho  chief  speakers,  said  that 
he  saw  ovory  high  school  and  Collogo 
football  gamo  ho  could,  and  that  ho 
never  saw  ono  in  which  tho  toams  lost. 
Ho  said  that  those  boys  and  men  who 
take  part  in  tho  contests  always  win, 
in  victory  or  defeat  if  they  do  thoir 
best. 

In  commenting  on  tho  value  of  such 
contests,  Prosidont  Lnmkin  explained 
that  tho  two  chief  values  dorivod  as 
ho  socs  it  nrc  self-control,  nnd  rospoct 
for  tho  othor  fellow  and  his  ability.  Tho 
Prosidont  said  that  thoso  two  virtues 
or  cluirnotoristies  woro  nocossnry  for 
successful  competition  in  business  or 
in  almost  any  lino  of  ondoavor  in  life 
nnd  that  tho  gridiron  is  a  good  place  to 
got  actual  training  along  thoso  lino*.

THE  PERMANENT  CHRISTMAS 
No  clay  in  all  tlio  year  has  a  histor¬ 
ical  background  of  greater  significance 
than  lias  Christmas  Day.  No  other 
ovont  lias  influenced  the  lives  of  men 
t.o  such  an  extent  as  did  tho  birth  of 
Christ.  Tlie  magnitude  of  this  influence 
upon  mankind  and  tho  degree  to  which 
human  destinies  have  been  shaped  by 
the  teaching^  of  Christianity  is  prob¬ 
ably  never  more  fully  realized  than 
during  tho  Christinas  season. 

Tho  coming  of  Christmas  brings 
about  a  complete  revolution  in  human 
relations.  When  the  peoples  of  the 
world  gather  to  pay  tribute  to  Him 
Who  is  acclaimed  as  tho  greatest  teach¬ 
er  of  all  time,  there  is  an  atmosphere 
of  fellowship  and  good  will  more  pro¬ 
nounced  than  in  tho  remainder  of  the 
year.  Tho  selfishness,  the  bitterness, 
and  struggle  of  everyday  life  are  over¬ 
shadowed,  to  an  extent,  by  tho  cheer 
and  joy  of  the  holiday  season. 

Tito  world  today  is  a  different  world 
from  that  whicli  saw  tho  first  Christ¬ 
mas  hut  the  same  noble  theme  inspires 
men  to  turn  aside  from  the  routine  of 
life’s  activities  and  to  manifest  their 
appreciation  for  the  coming  of  Christ. 
Perhaps  there  is  a  tendency  for  the 
true  appreciation  of  tho  occasion  to 
bo  lost  among  tho  desires  for  material 
things,  but  after  all  there  is  an  un¬ 
deniable  change  in  tho  attitudes  of  in¬ 
dividuals  in  every  walk  of  life,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  day  and  its  significance. 

Tho  one  who  can  turn  from  tho  cold 
mattcr-of-faet  world  and  assume  the 
Christmas  s'pirit  with  all  its  cheer  and 
sincerity  is  indeed  worthy  of  commen¬ 
dation,  but  tho  ono  who  can  retain  this 
spirit  throughout  the  year  is  possessed 
of  a  noble  character.  The  trait  of  for- 
gotting  oncsolf  in  an  effort  to  contrib¬ 
ute  to  tho  welfare  of  others  is  worth 
cultivating;  but  in  ordor  to  bo  cultivat¬ 
ed  thoroughly  it  must  bo  exercised,  not 
ono  day,  but  everyday. 

If  Christmas  sorverf  no  othor  purpose 
than  to  kindle  a  spark  of  good  will 
whicli  is  to  bo  extinguished  by  tho 
close  of  Christmas  Day  then  it  does  not 
roprosont  tho  spirit  upon  which  it  was 
foundod.  If  tho  mindB  of  men  aro 
opened  to  tho  understanding  of  tho 
fullness  and  joy  of  lifo  for  tho  day 
only  to  ho  again  closed  against  the 
faith,  and  truth,  and  opportunities  of 
lifo  at  its  closo  then  tho  mission  of 
Christmas  is  not  fulfilled. 

If  wo  wait  a  whole  year  to  express 
our  appreciation,  thoso  whom  wo  appre¬ 
ciate  most  may  never  receive  this  man¬ 
ifestation  of  loyalty,  truth,  and  kind- 
•'«««.  How  much  hotter  it  would  be  if 
tho  spirit  which  prompts  such 
go  in  human  bohavior  could  bo 
/tho  activities  of  oach  now  day  I 
.v  much  bettor  it  would  be  if  that 
-confidence  in  the  teachings  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  that  sincority  of  purpose 
could  bo  meted  'out  each  day  to  help 
conquer  tho  temptations  of  life! 

A  littlo  consideration  for  others,  a 
little  rovoronce  for  divine  guidance, 

’  and  a  little  kindliness  each  day  will 
constitute  a  lifo  of  greater  joy,  a  char- 
actor  of  greater  parposo,  and  a  more 
lasting  sincerity,  than  is  possible  when 
only  ono  day  is  given  to  noble  motives,

Where  wns  tlio  velvet- 1 
clad  elegnneo  of  tho  rolo  as  wo  know 
it?  When  we  consider,  however,  tho  j 
historical  background  against  which  the 
piny  purports  to  stand,  the  vivid  action 
of  a  warring  people,  tho  background  of 
a  northorn  civilization  which  lont  it¬ 
self  rather  to  pliysic.nl  prowess  than  to 

tlio  effete  forms  of  socinl  cultivation, 

'  | 

wo  may  wonder  if  possibly  the  nttrib-  _ 
ut.es  which  wo  unconsciously  associate 
with  our  proverbial  interpretation  of 
Hamlet  nro  not  after  all  the  cxcrcsccn- 
cics  of  our  own  civilization,  tlio  sur¬ 
vival  of  a  romanticism  which  substi¬ 


tutes  mood  for  thought  and  melancholy 
for  tragic  realization. 

Mr  .Thorndiko  gave  us  a  virile,  var¬ 
ied  Hamlet.  Swift  in  tlio  transitions 
made  necessary  by  Hie  shifting  situa¬ 
tions  in  which  he  found  himself,  giving 
glimpses  of  the  different  Ilamlot  lie 
might  have  been,  had  ho  not  boon  the 
victim  of  a  tragic  circumstance,  quick 
iu  fancy,  rich  in  imagination,  keen  in 
mind,  subtle  in  human  understanding, 
he  moved  upon  our  singe  n  solitary 
figure,  bereft  of  nil  disinterested 
friendship  savo  Hint  of  Horatio.  In 
Scene  T,  Act  III,  tho  scone  in  which 
Hamlet  bids  Ophelia  get  to  a  nunnery, 
Mr.  Thorndike  wns  particularly  subtle 
in  his  portrayal.  Furious  at  tho  fraud¬ 
ulent  fact,  so  patent  before  him,  the 
King  and  Polonius  withdraw  only  far 
enough  that  thoy  may  see  and  hear, 
nettled  by  the  frailty  of  Ophelia's  char¬ 
acter,  lie  is  yet  touched  by  her  beauty, 
moved  bv  Ids  love  for  tier  .In  his  ren¬ 


dition  of  tlio  entire  scene  Mr.  Thorn- 
1  diko  ran  tho  gamut  of  dramatic  changes 
of  mood. 

!  Ophelia,  witli  her  youth  and  her  grace 
was  delightful  in  her  mnd  scenes.  In  the 
earlier  scones  of  tlio  piny,  hor  shallow- 
ness,  tlio  feebleness  of  her  will  woro  ob¬ 
vious  and  marred,  vns  indeed  Shakes¬ 
peare  intended  them  to  mar,  our  pleas¬ 
ure  in  her.  A  strong  Ophelia  witli  a  con- 
|  sinning  love  for  IJnmlct  would  lmvc  in¬ 
troduced,  in  n  subordinate  lino  of  nc- 
i  lion,  a  situation  which  would  hnvo  de¬ 
tracted  from  tho  major  struggle  nnd 
;  marred  what  wo  might  call  the  classic 
i  unity  of  mind  which  fills  the  play.  We 
missed,  perlmps,  the  traditional  armful 
of  flowers  from  which  Ophelia  usually 
plucks  those  which  sho  would  strew, 
!  rosomarjt  and  ruo  and  “pansies  for 
;  thoughts.”  In  tlio  Ben  Greet  production
